It  v.  ■  li'-s  tleliji;lit  to  sil 
and  converse  on  i.iiost  an.v  topic, 
so  general  and  mist eliai.cous  had  been  his 
reading.  Hut  the  thiiifi- he  was  most  at 
home  in  was  conversation  as  to  the 
Christian  life,  its  hopes  and  its  fears. 
There  was  no  one  who  delijihtcd  more  iii 
throwing;  oil' all  ceremony  and  telling  '"is 
own  states  of  mind  mid  his  relation  to 
(luestioiisofduty  and  to  Christ.  While 
he  was  a  good  historian  and  well  versed 
in  classics,  and  had  a  line  knowledge  of 
men  and  things,  yet  the  spiritual  inter- 
ests of  his  familv  and  his  people  were  ever 
with  him  the  uppermost  Ihought.  Ins 
last  illness  was  connected  liy  all  those 
who  knew  him  husl  willi.  the  long  revival 


services  of  the  Winter  of  ISSO-.^l  in  Ins 
church,  which  resulted  m  a  great  blessing 
to  the  congrcgatiim,  but  in  a  slate  ol  Iwl- 
ilv  prostration  to  him.  Ho  lell  home  oi 
senile  months  i.i  ISSl  looking  lor  health, 
hut  he  sought  in  vain.  It  was  one  ol  the 
m-eiitest  regrets  of  his  frujnds  thai, 
though  present  at  the  (ieneral  Assenilil.v 
in  Kingston  in  ISSl.  im  the  position  of 
Moderator,  the  highe«t  placem  tlie  church 
being  otVered  him.  he  was  unable  to  ac- 
ccDl  il  on  account  of  his  hi'alth.  lie  re- 
turned to  Kildonaii  in  .Inly,  but  sinking 
ami  gaining  strength  again  at  intervals, 
he  died  on  the  1th  of  February.  bsSf

You  I'liav  see  them  in  I'resbylerianism  in 
Jlaiiilob'ato-tlay.  His  voice  ol  kindness, 
conscientiousnesK  and  love  for  the  truth 
still  speaks,  thougli  he  is  dead.
